I N THESE DAYS, when a composition has to be ‘ new ’ in 
order to secure some attention, favourable or lukewarm, it is 
a relief to hear of the revival of works by old Academy students, 
written many years ago. 

It is not expedient in the present case to define what is or is not 
‘ new k Haydn’s recently discovered Quartet was ‘ new ’ because 
nobody was aware of its existence till about a year ago, and the 
same might be said of Schubert’s Rosamunde music when Grove 
found the band-parts. 

Sheridan, I think it was, who said that woman, like music, 
should never be dated, but dates must be given here, as an • 
encouragement to those composers who may hope to have their 
Opus I performed when they reach their maturity of four-score 
years. 

The comparatively youngest work to be mentioned is the 
Norwich Symphony of Sir Edward German, which was given at 
the Students’ Orchestral Concert last November, 48 years after 
its first performance. It was published last year. 

Next in youth is Sir Alexander Mackenzie’s Pianoforte Quartet, 
which first saw the light in Leipzig in 1875, was performed by 
von Billow, and reprinted in 1931, 56 years after its first publica¬ 
tion. It is now being studied by the Ensemble Class. 

It will be fresh in the minds of many that three or four terms 
ago the Principal Orchestra rehearsed the Hamlet Overture oi 
Mr William Shakespeare, F.R.A.M., under his direction. Like 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie, he was a King’s Scholar, and the 
Overture had been played at an Academy concert fifty years 
before, when a student called Edward German was among the 
first violins, and as Sir Edward he was present at a kind of 
‘ jubilee ’ performance in the Duke’s Hall, when Mr Shakespeare 
rehearsed his work. 

These read like everyday events; their yesterdays appear too 
close at hand beside the exploit of Samuel Weekes, D.Mus.Dub., 
F.R.A.M., who addressed himself on February 3 of this year to 
the Plymouth Orchestral Society on the eve of completing his 
span of four-score years and ten. His Overture in F minor, which 
was first performed at an Academy concert in 1862, seventy years 
ago, was conducted on this occasion by his son. In the annals of 
music such an experience must be unique and this Magazine feels 
honoured in placing on record the accomplished feat, and in 
offering Dr Weekes the warmest congratulations. 
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The Orchestral Concert, November 27 

1931 

T he STUDENTS’ Orchestral Concert on November 27 was 
outstanding in that the programme contained Sir Edward 
German s Norwich ’ Symphony, No. 2, which was given 
its first London performance since its publication. Familiarity 
with those ‘ household words ’ of his showed the large audience 
that at the date when the Symphony was written, German had 
found his style, and, especially in the 3rd and 4th movements, he 
had already entered into his kingdom. From the impressive open¬ 
ing to the idiomatic and extremely personal Finale the playing 
was superb. With an orchestra of over 120, with strings just short 
of 100, of which 60 were violins, great distinction was gained, and 
Sir Edward was acclaimed at the close. The performance was well- 
merited as the work of an ‘ ex-student ’, and gave great pleasure to 
all, and particularly to those who had been his contemporaries in 
Tenterden Street. The Orchestra had a further opportunity of 
displaying what may frankly be termed its ‘ virtuosity ’ in Grieg’s 
Lyric Suite, Op. 54, in which the strings were extraordinarily 
effective. Joan Davies justified her being chosen to play the 2nd 
and 3rd Movements of Rachmaninov’s Pianoforte Concerto, 
No. 2 in C minor, the poetic and brilliant passages of which were 
emphasized with the happiest result. In the Double Concerto of 
Brahms for Violin and Violoncello, Op. 102, ist M^ovement, 
Frederick Grinke and Florence Hooton distinguished themselves 
with confidence and a high degree of technique. Of the singers, 
Muriel Gale sang the Aria, ‘ Return, O God of Hosts ’, from 
Handel’s Samson with great expression ; Barbara Frewing sang 
the Aria, ‘ O ! Love from thy Pow’r ’, from Saint-Saens’ Samson 
and Delilah ; and William Worsley sang Massenet’s ‘ Vision 
fugitif ’—each with taste and discretion. The orchestral accom¬ 
paniments, as was to be expected, were given with care, that of the 
Handel Aria being of great beauty. The Concert began with the 
ist movement of Beethoven’s No. i, under C. King Palmer, 
Student-Conductor, whose reading showed an understanding and 
capacity in this branch of musical education. Over all there was 
spread the resplendent mantle of Sir Henry Wood, and it is to his 
deaseless painstaking energy that the R.A.M. Orchestra has 
become something more than an achievement—it is a challenge. 





MALIBRAN 
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Malibran 

P AUL BOURGET, the French novelist, once wrote an 
amusing story, La dame qui a perdu son peintre. Here is one 
in real life. This number of the Magazine contains a photograph 
of a portrait which somehow had remained perdu since the 
exodus from Tenterden Street. It had neither the name of 
the person nor of the artist. It is that of a young and charming 
lady, and from the first it was thought to be a portrait of Malibran, 
daughter of Manuel Garcia, the father of the inventor of the 
Laryngoscope. In order to confirm this supposition, the portrait 
was photographed and a copy sent to Mr Albert Garcia, a member 
of the teaching staff of the R.C.M., who most kindly referred it to 
others of the Garcia family still living. They were satisfied that 
the portrait was that of Marie Felicite, known by the name of her 
first husband, Malibran, a grand-aunt of Mr Albert Garcia, 
to whom we are indebted for his interest and information. 

Her marriage belied her second Christian name ; it was 
annulled, and later she married de Beriot, the composer and 
violinist. Her portrait ‘ speaks and though we cannot hear 
her voice, we have the impression of a delightful personality, and 
can well understand the enthusiasm which she aroused as a singer. 
London audiences heard her frequently: at the Gloucester 
Festival of 1829, Italian Opera, but the end came suddenly 

in Manchester a few days after the Festival there in 1836. She 
was only twenty-eight. 

The portrait is now in the Ladies’ sitting-room, and awaits 
the identification of its painter. 

The ‘Review’ Week, 1931 

The ‘ Review ’ Week was held from November 30 to Decem¬ 
ber 5. The twelve lectures on this occasion were confined to 
musical and dramatic subjects, thereby differing from those of 
former ‘ Weeks ’, in which several of the lectures dealt with 
subjects not specially connected with music. Instrumental music 
was discussed by Eric Grant and Harold Craxton (the pianoforte), 
the Violoncello and the String Quartet by Douglas Cameron and 
FI. V. Jervis-Read. Lectures on the voice were contributed by 
Howard Fry, Vera Beringer and Steuart Wilson. Mr Barlow spoke 
about brass instruments. On broader lines, Mr Frank Roscoe 
asked: ‘ Why teach music.^ ’ Mr Bonavia discussed Opera, and 
the Revd. Greville Cooke related his views on ‘ Modernism in 
Art ’. An appropriate demonstration was given by Miss Isobel 
McLaren on the art of ‘ Make-up ’. 
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The, Chamber Concert, November 30 1931 

There was considerable curiosity to hear Haydn’s Quartet in 
E flat, Op. I, No. I, recently discovered in the Library. The 
quartet, consisting of Frederick Grinke, David Martin, Max 
Gilbert (all three Associated Board Exhibitioners), and Florence 
Hooton, played with beautiful phrasing and interpretation. Other 
chamber music works were Debussy’s Quartet in G, Op. lo, 
1st Movement, played by Esme Haynes, Beatrix Marr,- Eileen 
Grainger and Eileen McCarthy, and the Trio in C Minor, Op. 191 
of Brahms, the ist Movement of which was played by David 
Martin, Megan Lloyd and Peggy Male. Each work was given 
with confidence. Other instrumental works were two violin pieces 
b)' B. J. Dale, in which Beatrix Marr showed fluent technique. In 
Popper’s Trio for three ’cellos, ‘ Requiem ’, Florence Hooton, 
Dulcie Rapaport and Edna Elphick produced a good tone and 
ensemble, while Weber’s Bassoon Concerto in F gave Gwydion 
Holbrooke the opportunity for technical display. Four pianoforte 
pieces bv Medtner found a vigorous interpreter in Yelland 
Richards'. Of the singers, Bess Todd, gave the Aria ‘ Depuis le 
jour ’ from Charpentier’s Louise with power; Clifford Deri in 
three of Julius Harrison’s Cavalier Songs, and William Bernard 
in songs by Rachmaninov and Arnold Bax, acquitted themselves 
well. A student’s Impromptu for flute (MS) was played by the 
Composer, George Willoughby, and brought out the resources of 
his instrument. The accompanists were Kathleen Murray, 
D. Emrys Edwards, Avril Wright, Guy Johnson, Francis Haynes 
and Myers Foggin. 


Seventeenth Century Music 

A Concert of seventeenth Century Music, played on contem¬ 
porary instruments, was given on February 19, under the auspices 
of the Glasgow Bach Society. The performers v^ere Mr James 
Lockyer (viola d’amore), Mr Ambrose Gauntlett (viola da gamba), 
and Mr John Ticehurst (harpsichord). Miss Margaret Barrett 
sang a group of songs of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
accompanied on the harpsichord. 
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Review Week, March 1932 

I N THE ‘ Review ’ Week, which begins on March 14, the 
students will have the opportunity of listening to lecturers who 
are specialists in their own particular subjects, and it would be 
difficult to find elsewhere so comprehensive a scheme. Sir Henry 
Wood will lecture on Conducting, and Dr E. G. Richardson on 
the History and Development of Wind Instruments. Of great 
importance to young students will be Professor Winifred Cullis’ 
Studies in Fatigue. Mr Egerton Tidmarsh will give a Lecture- 
Recital on Cesar Franck as a Pianoforte Composer. Mr Norman 
Demuth will illustrate his lecture on Early Choral Music and 
Its Influence To-day, with the co-operation of the Vocal Ensemble 
Class, to be followed by Dr Stanley Marchant’s lecture on 
The Management of a Singing Class. Mr William Alwyn’s sub¬ 
ject is Musical Thought. From this it will be seen that every 
student, no matter what his or her subject may be, will find 
ample to stimulate and interest. 

The Art of Speaking English 

In the past month Mr Basil Maine has given four very interesting 
and instructive lectures to the Students of Elocution. A wide 
ground was covered, ranging from method and pitfalls to stage 
elocution and public speaking. 

Social Evening, February 1932 

A very successful Social and Musical Evening was held on 
Monday, the 29th February, when the President, Mr Frederick 
Keel, received a large company. 

Frederic Lamond played a selection of pianoforte music from 
Beethoven to Glazounov with great acceptance. The audience 
showed much enthusiasm and Mr Lamond kindly gave an encore. 
A small dance followed. 

Concert of Choral and Vocal Ensemble 
Music 

Among further activities at the close of the term was a concert 
of Choral and Vocal ensemble music, conducted by Mr Ernest 
Read, which included Bach’s Church Cantata, ‘ Nun komm, der 
Heiden Heiland ’, the Liebeslieder, Op. 51, of Brahms, and works 
by Beryl Price, Kathleen Taplay, Margaret Lyell, and Norman 
Askew, students.

Annual Report for 1931 

The Committee has pleasure in presenting its forty-second 
Annual Report. During the year 141 new members have been 
elected. Overseas Members now number 62, Country Members 
297, Town Members 536, Student Members 431, these figures, 
totalling 1,326. Sixty-six members have been transferred from 
the students' to the ex-students' branch. 

During the year three Social Meetings were held as usual. These 
were on the following dates : February 13, June 2, and Novem¬ 
ber 6. It was with much satisfaction that at the first of these the 
evening was devoted to the performance of works by our Principal 
to commemorate the honour of Knighthood which the King 
had conferred upon him at the commencement of the year. The 
artists were Miss Elsie Owen, Miss Dorothy Howell, the Virtuoso 
String Quartet, consisting of Miss Marjorie Hayward, Mr Edwin 
Virgo, Mr Raymond Jeremy and Mr Cedric Sharpe. 

At the second meeting, Madame Elena Gerhardt very kindly 
gave three groups of Leider accompanied by Mr Harold Craxton. 
At both these evenings the attendance was exceptionally large. 

At our third Concert the President for the year, Lieut.-General 
G. S. Clive, himself played two movements of the Chausson Trio 
with Messrs David Taylor and D. Ffrangcon Thomas. Miss May 
Blyth sang a group of songs, and the Griller Quartet gave a 
superb performance of Bax’s String Quartet in G major. 

The Committee would like to express its gratitude to these 
artists for so kindly helping to make these evenings enjoyable. 

The Annual Dinner was held at the Trocadero Restaurant on 
June 29 ; somewhat earlier than in preceding years. Lieut.- 
General G. S. Clive was in the chair, and several distinguished 
guests were present. 

The R.A.M. Club Prize was this year awarded for the best per¬ 
formance of the first movement of Beethoven’s Kreutzer Sonata, 
and was won by Esme Haynes and Zelda Bock. 

There have been three Committee meetings with an average 
attendance of eight members. 

Perusal of the balance sheet will show all concerned that in the 
past year the expenditure of the Club has for the first time ex¬ 
ceeded its income. This fact is to be accounted for through (i) the 
decrease of income from subscriptions by approximately £10; 
(2) the decrease from advertisement fees by ^6 6s.; (3) the increase 
of £zo in clerks’ salaries voted at the last Annual General Meet¬ 
ing; (4) the salary of the Editor of the Magazine voted by the 
Committee; (5) the increase in printing owing to larger issues of

the Magazine; (6) the professional fee to Messrs Gane, Jackson, 
Jefferys and Freeman for auditing the accounts, as voted at the 
Annual General Meeting, 1930; and (7) a somewhat heavy loss 
at the Students’ Branch Dances; and a special grant to the 
Students’ Dramatic Performance of ^^9 14s. 6d. 

In spite of this extra expenditure, it will be seen that the invest¬ 
ment of j^555us. 6d. in five per cent Conversion Loan remains 
intact, and that the Club holds a deposit account of 
current account amounting to ^26 3s. 4d. at the moment. 

In accordance with the rules, the following officers retire: The 
President, four Vice-Presidents, and four members of the Com¬ 
mittee. The Hon. Treasurer, Hon. Auditors, the Hon. Secretary 
and Hon. Assistant Secretary also retire, but are eligible for 
re-election.

I N ITS REPORT for the year 1931, the Auxiliary Committee 
is happy to record a year of continued progress. 

In the Midsummer Term of 1931 a play by Noel Coward, 
entitled Fll Leave It To You, was presented, and proved to be 
very charming. The theatre was well filled, and the success of the 
play was due in no small measure to the excellent producing by 
Miss Anne Baker, and her playing of a particularly difficult 
role. Our thanks are due to all who took part in the production and 
to those who otherwise contributed to the evening’s enjoyment. 

Mrs T. B. Knott, 
Mrs Claude Pollard and Madame Rosina Bucklman very kindly acted 
as hostesses on March 28, July ii,and December 5 respectively. 

By special permission of the Committee of Management, two 
extra informal dances took place; one on February 7 and the 
other on October 31. These dances, we feel, are an important 
factor in the promotion of friendly intercourse amongst members 
of the Club.
